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THE DRAMA OF TODAY 

* ^^^Baker yesterday in the course of hia 
lecture in Moyse Hall introduced several ideas 
over which every serious college .student of the 
century should ponder for a few moments at 
least. Dr. Baker not only discussed the theatre 
fronHhc point of view of the producer and of 
the college but he in a very practical way em- 
phasized the demand which exists today for 
university-trained producers. 

Since the war, in the United States and in 
Canada, the number of little theatres and com- 
munity theatres, which have been established i.s 
amazing and Dr. Baker drew the attention of 
the great demand, for producers, which has 
been created by the establishment of such the- 
atres. While Dr. Baker probably has spent as 
• t>v'çh time in the study of the drama as any liv- 
ir individual, yet it was indeed a plea.sure to 
ir him say that since the art of producing 
-ys was started, just so long has the dèath'of 
c theatre been but a day qff^^Such optimism 
1 a man of Dr. Raker's experience is very rc- 
rcshing for it is quite the custom for those 
whô will never see tliirty again, to bewail the 
(lay.s tliat have passed and the, "Grandeur that 
was Rome." 

Dr. Baker had a special message for the 
real students of the drama whether they be in- 
terested in lighting, scene painting, or costum- 
ing for it is the opinion of Dr. llaker that 
probably no other art demands so much both 
of sympathy and ability and tact as the drama. 
This fact is most important for the successful 
play not only depends on good producing, but 
good producing on the willingness of all to co- 
operate with the producer. 
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HEXAGONAL STREETS 

At a meeting of the Architectural Society 
a few weeks ago an interesting scheme of plan- 
ning streets for newly laid out towns was out- 
lined. Briefly; the idea is to layout streets on a 
hexagonal .system, instead of on the present 
.rectangular 8y.stem. At intervals. .<ay of a mile, 
there would be a network of main Ixjulcvards, 
which would be the sides of another, mudi 
larger hexagon. And .so, presumably, as Dean 
Swift has it, ad infinitum. 

The .scheme has several advantages. It can 
be ^ shown by figures that each house receives 
inoj'e liglit and air under it than under 
the present .system, and as cities are becoming 
more and more crowded IhiK is an item of no 
little imporlaiice It leiid.s itself admirably lo 
the economies of central healing, central a.sh 
and garbage removal, etc. Its main claim to 
advance, however, lies in the benefits it offers 
to traffic. It eliminates both the awkward right 
hand turn and the (!ven more awkward left 
hand turn, or perhaijs one niiglit say that it 
flatleiis them out until they los(.' most ol' their 
(lif'iculty. Each inter.section, a,s can be seen, will 
be a V-shaped affair. The driver of a car com- 
ing down any one arm will be able to see several 
hundred feet up each of the others while yet 
some distance from tlie corner, thus tending to 
greater .-^al't^ty and al.so lo greater .speed. 
■ The one big objection, of cour.se, is than one 
càn go in no direction in a straight line. It is 
true, however, that even under the present 
•W.stcm one can (jiily «o in a few directions in 
a .sli'aigbt line, wliile all others are comparativ- 
ely circuitous. Even this objection is taken care 
of by providing for the main boulevards men- 
tioned before, and it seems that, once the public 
were educated to the new system, one could get 
to any given destination by covering less dis- 
tance, and i)robably in a shorter time. 

The practical difficulties seem to be main- 
ly that of public ignorance, but more particu- 
larly that of cost, which would be prohibitive in 
most built-up cities. I,t would be an interest- 
ing experiment to try in new subdivisions, and 
in fact we understand that such a township is 
lîèing planned. 



CONCERNING FIGHTS, SQUABBLES, 
CONFUCTS. . . .AND SO ON 

(I have to report the reit of my trip around town 
with the Highbrow, in learch of true peace. Last 
week we found that conflct lay uppermoet in public 
interett. It filled the front page of the newspaper, it 
dominated the sports page where news of a fist-fight 
in a minor hockey gamo was far better 'news' than a 
report of a clean major game. In the high circles cf 
learning we searched for a contempt of conflict, and 
found it not— for It seems that all history Is based 
on conflict and all science lives by it.) 

So wc tliouglll lo try the btrongiiolil of true peace— 
tlic church, and its intclloctiwl expression, the llicological 
college. My friend, the Iligiibrow, became opliinislic as wc 
■ipptoachcd this scat of learning,' because he believed that 
there were thinking; minds that abhorred conflict. 

• .^nd after a short bc^simi tlicrc lie had cause for op- 
timism. Not bccanic conflict \va.^ iion-csisteiit, tliongh. Wc 
found out the great rcnon why Scottish figures have 
dominated the world of theology. It is because Scottish 
people have a love and a lust for conflict and argument 
and enjoy it for its own sake. Theories contended, systems 
conlciulc'l. points i>i view contended. But here v.c saw con- 
flict, r.ot lessened, but made bloodless. Wc found modernity 
atoning for history. Wc doubted whether all the theological 
arguments in the world really mattered one way or the 
other, but wc viw at least t!iat they were conducted in the 
spirit of liarmony and good fellowship, and that contests 
were conducted in comradeship. 

But the Lowbrow insisted on his point, namely that 
conflict existed maiidy for its own sake, that it provided 
a zest in 11 ie, that it was ever-presetit as a life interest, and 
tliat it is like fire, a very dangerous weapon to play with; 
a weapon that will lead to the worst possible consequences 
if it gets beyond bounds. Tlierc arc few things more sublime 
than a friendly conflict, few things more insane than an 
unpleasant conflict. 

Parliament EMmiiitd 

Well, we took a glance next at the workings of the 
city council, and provincial government and the federal 
government, and wc found that conflict was the beating 
IKiIsc of their existence. It never seemed to get them any- 
where, bcausc nobody was ever found to be in the wrong. 
If you are a member of parli.tmciit, your duly is first to 
decide for what you arc going to fight—. Ti'oii find that 
out by studying the people in your constituency, and find- 
ing out what they would like you lo fight for, and then 
reconciling your opinions to them. That is the only recoh- 
cilistion you can make. 

Then you join one of three parties— the liberal parly, 
or the conservative party, or the parly which is 'agin-thè- 
sovcmment,' when you protest against everything everyone 
docs. You get up and make your speech in a certain isstic, 
and ,thcn you sit down and ro to sleep, or read the evening 
paper wliilc the members oi the opposing parly are trying 
to convince joii of the error 'ji your ways. Then you wake 
up when the debate conies to' a head, and stand up with 
J our parly. The issus is a mere detail, but oh ! the joy of the 
i-ltle! 

FighU In Fiction 

Wc turned to the field of fiction, and we found a 
truly wonderful variety of conflicts portrayed therein. Wc 
foimd that the most popular books for boys dealt with 
piratr?, soldiers, Mexican rebels, rrcioks and other miscre- 
ants, who were fighting amongst liictnselves. And wc saw 
that the hero was usually the one with tlic most scalps. In 
the books produced by moralists, and specializing in 'clean 
reading,' wc found just as much conflict, hut it was less 
iiarmful. The hero usually fouglit willi his fists, '•haying 
found a knowledge of boxing very advantageous to hint," 
and after being nearly folded several times by the villain, 
he triumphed in the m«l. 

One the most popular magazines wc found consisted of 
stories s'.ipiM,.-cd !o he tnir, an.l mavbc they were. But Ihc-y 
all dealt witli human conflict, and the misery resulting tlicre- 
which misery caused a great deal of

Let's get 
UKcd fo them, they'll help lo satisfy our longing for conflict 
and they'll do no harm, whether lliey do good or not. Relieve 
inr, love finds ils mo.5i sublime eNprcssion in a conflict.

(Continued from pag'o one) 
tho Company on having secured their 
usual aino\int of revenue froni tho 
natives despite the fact that one third 
of them were dying pt hunger, there 
is another instance of tho callous 
treatment by Europeans of the people 
ot the Bast. This 1ioitII)1c cruelty and 
rapacity 'ontlnucd during the whole 
.•ifvcntofntb iciUury, and re.iobcd il.s 
culmination In tho exploiting mania 
of the eighteenth century. 

"Btft in tho nineteenth century, we 
do find something to arouse our pride 
In the names o( AVilbertorcc, i^iving- 
.«tonc. Cordon and Mnrrall. who, iU 
tho risk of their lives, dl.l nuich lu al- 
leviate the atroelMcK that were beins 
piactlscd ou the colored people," rc- 
murked the speaker.' Tho Indian gov- 
crninrnt, I. e. Great 13rltain, " has fi- 
nally niaUo goiJil by swooiiinc .iway 
the opium Irafric, and in the Kamq 
manner as she did tho slave trade and 
slavery. 

Effect* Of War 

The Qrefit War, which lasted fm' 
four long years, li.is been followod by 
tt i)orlod of de|)rG!=.s!i)ii, wliich has 
marked tho financial dLsIucation of a 
(Tioat niipibo;- of Uuropcan countrloHV 
a|)d is cxemplifjed in tho great f.tll of 
the value ot the French franc and tho 
licrniuu Ilia:!;. TIipso avo iiUriilim.'i of 
th* t<>flflo impoverlshiucnt b-onghl 
on th<wn cuuiitricj \iy the great i.:-^slp. 
filion of vcuUh ^(irlng the War. 
liuropo is desirous of regalnlnjr tho 
luxuries and ivçaUh which she has 
formerly enjoyed, and Is again em- 
barked on an era. ot «exploitation Under 
the false Hag of colonial development, 
nut this was not tho only heritage ot 
the War, which not only caused tho 
destruction of goods, hut the destruc- 
tion of moral.s, -n-hirh have fxHen «o 
low that «iconoiiiic cxploit.Ttlon docs 
not cause conBulentiou.» j)auBs. 

Tho weaker and disorganised peoples 
of the Saet, ivithout any form of com- 
bined rosislancc, and tinder tho gov- 
ernment of thoso %vho so desire to 
obl.i.ln as muoh wenKh as possiblo 
from them, arc .^n <*aj;y prey. In .ul- 
dltion to tho exploitation of the raw 
materials ot these leoples, thoro has 
grown up a praoyc of dumping of 
unneocMary tirtlcle.-s of consumption 
the East ihrough the medium of ». 
false advertising which catches tlio 
eve of a naive native. 

Solullen Of Problem 

Such i.-i thfl great problem, a ."iolu- 
tion of which is ditficnll to attain. 
Perhaps tho only way to ovcrcouu; 
the injustice or this system is by 
bringing to the notice of tho civilized 
world the actual niiserylhat they oire 
inflicting on a wtak and defencolys 
people by the selfish tltillzation of the 
natives' labor and their land. 

In concluding his lecture, Mr. And- 
rew* pointed out that he had been 
rather i>«MlmlstIc, and had only pre- 
sonlert one side of the problem In or- 
der to oroPhasI» tlje evlU tjtat hi^'o 
to be obviated. liooklng at tho ques- 
tion from the opposite angle, it moy 
be 8«en that the West has dono much 
good in the East in many dIreclionK, 
such as irrigation, medical asslstanco 
schools, and sltnlliu' aids lo prosper- 
ity. Indeed there has been a magnifi- 
cent otrier side, and a beriefleial. trade 
between the' Kaat and the West is 
proving beneficial to both.

Kven when 
a contract for .production Is signed 
with a theatre manager, the manaRcr 
may get out of it, and tho play- 
wright haa usually not the capital with 
which to carrj' on a, law-suit. A pro- 
ducer, too, may easily ruin a play 
by chansrlnff Its form, .i.tld Dr. Baker, 
for if it Is not well handled, it may 
make a pitiful crash. 

Future ef Dramatist. 

The futuro of tho dramatist lies In 
wliether we can put In charsc of 
producing .a group of men and wo- 
men whose foremost idea is to ex- 
press what the author tried to say, 
exactly what he thlnka ho wrote. A 
dromatltit or an actor should be so 
trained In the universities that If he 
Is really fitted for tho stago ho will 
be able to succeed. An aspiring dra- 
matist ahould study tho history of 
the theatre, specimens of varieties ot 
plays, anl should understand the 
méchàhiciil aspect of the stage. Thoro 
should be small centres for such 
training throughout the country.

Naturally this practice 
led to .serions ahiiKes and whole<ial« 
piracy, a crime .seldom punished as 
the Admiralty Courts were often 
composed of pirates IKcmsclvcs and 
the coastal lown.s were very much in 
favor of continuing this custom.

Effects Of V^ar 
After tho Great War, with the nit- 
rate Industry broken to pieces, com- 
munism, corruption, and groat dis- 
content broke out. Carlos Ibanee arose 
out of tho post-war chaos and forc^ 
his way Into the presldcnllaV chair. 
Ho has since become tho Mu.ssolini ot 
South America. Calling In foreign ex- 
perts, he completely reorganised the 
exports, the fallen currency, the post, 
the Tiavy, and wiped out all govern- 
ment corruption. Brooking no oppo- 
.sition, ho controls the coimtry com- 
I>lctcly, but has governed It well and 
set Chllo on a firm foundation. Poli- 
tical troubles gone, she now looks for- 
w,ir(l with great optltnism lo the dev- 
elopment of hfr wonderful natural 
resource.-, and ilio day Of mnnufaclur- 
Ing Is coming.

Navy Important 
E. S. Fay opened his paper with the 
■omark that Chile was re.illy (lie 
Britain of South Amerlc.T as naval af- 
fairs had always played a very prom- 
inent part in her history and many of 
her people were seamen. Tho grc-at 
majority ef her war.s were niival ones 
nd she. was univer.'olly victorious on 
he sc:i. 

Tiio Spani,xrd Almagro. the conipa- 
ion ot Pizarro, w.ia the first while 
man to penetrate Chile, but finding 
r> gold, ho returned to Peru. V.s.ldivia 
followrd him. conqucrerl Ihe connlry, 
nd .«et up X chain of forts, but 
^.^tlvc resistance continued very ac- 
ively for almost two centuries. The 
.'Spaniards .also had great trouble from 
earthquakes, which three times des- 
troyed Conception, and from pirates, 
(^ne pir-Tle .'Imilar in lir.iUe ,vns c^ip- 
ble of holding up the entire coastal 
trade, and a port In tho ne.irby Paci- 
fic Islands was always open to Ihcm 
as a haven. Finally Iho nationnlisis 
under Carrera ami r«"I li^.-iny. an 
Irish adventurer, started a rcvoll. 
This n.as unsticces.'^ful, but after .sev- 
rai years of Boya.llEt control, O'llig- 
Rins .succeeded in ni.\king hini.xolf 
Dictator. Mc ruled for five years and 
then retired on request, .\narcliy fol- 
hnvpd. 

Important Wars 
Eventually Diego I'oilalks net up 
in oligarchy of a few families and 
this government won three importuiit 
wars. The fir.»t two were with Peru 
nd Spain and were f.jllDwed by the 
i^'aclfic War. Tliis .■-■larted In a con- 
rovcr.^y wilh l-iolivla about the vain- 
iblc nitrate dcpo.sits. Peru joined to 
prevent Chilean agrantliwnicnt, but 
the two allies were finally dcfeitt'd 
und Chile tocdt tlio iii;rnte fields and 
two Peruvian provinces. TIichc pi'o- 
inccs were lo be governed by Chllo 
for a period of years and a plebiscite 
was lo be taken to sec which country 
liey wislied to adhere to. This i|uc-.s- 
tion, so long dispulcil, was finally 
settled last week. Chile retaining 
possession. 

The Oligarchy tell and lllc next 
period was marked by foreign entang- 
lements, chief of wliieh was the di.s- 
pule with the United Sltitcv over 
Chilean treatment of .sailors from tho 
U..S.S. Baltimore. Tho Slates forced
